The 
Rothschilds presented to the English army in 
Egypt twelve tons of tobacco and 5,000 pipes, 
which the Khedive allowed to enter duty free. 


Liceut.-Commander Goodrich, of the U. S. 
Navy, is at Alexandria en route to join Gen. 
Wolseley. Financiers estimate that Egypt 
will lose £70,000,000 by the war. The cotton

£40,000,000. The sugar crop will also be lost, 
and if the country is not in arettled condition 
within the next two months it will be too 
late for sowing next year’s ccreais.

While the Governor of Ohio is tramping 
over the State and “pointing with pride + to 
jg administration,” and palnting in glow- 
ing colors the efficient and harmonious con- 
duet of the State penal and benevoient in- 
stitutions, “aren open secret in Republican 


circles that sveral of our State institutions 
are in & thoroughly disorganized and demor- 
alized condition. For months the Central 
Iusane Asylum bas been without a head. The 
superintendent, who has just returned, has 
heen absent junketing over Europe, his 
yast Institution,with its population 
woe, has been in charge of a squab 
«po wears the nickname of **Boo 
the employes. The Ohio Reform School, near 
tancaster, is rent and torn by internal dis- 
sersions, and has become useless as a reform- 
story. But the worst conducted and most 
demoralized of all is the Penitentiary. Every 
care and precaution has been taken to pre- 
nt the true condition of affairs from being 
‘ned by the outside world. The euards 
ve been sworn to secrecy and repeatedly 
xarped not to converse about prison affairs 
ov ona the walls. Onijy such scraps of news 
gre given to the press as suit the convenience 
{nose inecharge, and generally tpese are 
‘oma that can not be well concealed. But 
eveu these fragments ofmnews are not rare, 
aod, coming as they do, they are a terrible 
index to the heartiess reign of brutality that 
* within the prison Wallis. One day we are 
tol that a desperate convict is kindly shot 
qown While running, not at, but away from 
the guards; another convict is found dead in 
nie ce!, because he is so wicked that he 
joest’t want to live. Then with startling fre- 
~yency comes the report of the maiming of 
prisoners’ by themselves. One man 
thrusts bis hand under a 
punching machine, and holds it 
there until the memoer is destroyed;% an- 
other tips a iame of red-hot metal on his 
fect: men inthe cooper-shop cut off their 
fingers; and where One of those deeds of des- 
ration reyenes the world a half dezen are 
conceaied. ‘oy 40 strong men deliberately 
prefer to suffer these tortures rather than 
work? It is -evause ‘hey are driven to des- 
peration and madness by their taskemaaters, 
andare tor‘ured by devilish punishments 
and cruciiics to attempt iabor beyord human 
enduranee. The Obio Penitentiary is not 
the property of the state. Itis owned, con- 
trolied and directed by the contractors, who 
bribe, iniimidate and dictate to the otticers, 
vuard« and managernent, with but one sing!e 
pject iu view, and that object is to wring 
every olcke! possible from ibeir slave prop- 
er.¥ 

lnave just bad an interview with one of 
the guards, Wbo is sick and disgusted with 
the scenes of brutality that eccur almost 
dals., “I ought not to talk to you,’’ be said, 
“andif my bame becomes known I will be 
instantiv discharged; but I feel that the peo- 
pleof Ohio ougnt to know about the dis- 
graceful doings and the miserable manage- 
ment of the prison. It is degrading on all 
who have anything todo with it. I feel like 
ac’iminal myself, and to some extent have 
become hardened by the brutalizing associ- 
ations.’

of verdure and gorgeous bloom! But as we 
proceed along this charming route to Mar- 
ly a meiancholy note mingles with the songs 
ofthe birds, and a gioomy shadow of the 
past fails athwart our pathway, and we ap- 
proach Malmaison, once the — favorite 
residence of the Empress’ Josephine, 
and where ii 1814 she died. Here we 
pause before the ruins in sombre meditation; 
for nowhere does the irony of human destiny 
appear more forcibly to the imagination thaa 
in the surroundings of this palace of the Bo- 
napartes, ali dismantied of its glory, and peo- 
pled oaly by the flitting shadowe looming up 
in memory as nistory here unrolls itsetf before 
us—shadows of kings, and princes, and roval 
beauties—heroes of the empire, and states= 
meu and scholars.. Mme. de Remusatis here 
making her piquant observations in the gay 
world around her, forthe amusement and 
edification. of the coming generation; and, 
as vears roi! on, the conquered Emperor 
comes to weep in yonder cuamber, al! hung 
with crimson velvet and golden stara—to 
weepin his sorrow and desolation over the 
wrorgs he had inflicted on Josephine. But 
Maimiisonis aruin now, with iittie remain- 
ing to indicate its former grandeur. Con- 
tinuing the route through this enchanting 
country these sombre reflections vanish, and 
even the great city, with ite thronged boule- 
vards and numerous attractions, for the mo- 
mentis forgotten. For the boulevards are 
thropged and all the esfes of Paris filled, but 
not with Parisians; and, in fact, one might 
believe himself in England, Russia or any 
other country than France, a8 foreiga lan- 
guages are heard on every hand.

In the {northwest 
corner of the theater is q triangular apart- 
ment. intended to be used as a ladies’ retir- 
ing, cloak and toiletroom. A broaa stairway 


in the main entrance leads to the family cir- 
cle. The gallery entrance is separated from 
the main entrance, the box-office ot the 


theater occupying the space between 
them, The stage is at the south 
end of tne building, and is one of the 


largest and most complete in the country, Its 
width is from wall to wall, a distance of eightv 
feet; its depth trom the foot-light to the rear 
is forty-five feet and from the drop-curtain to 
the rear forty feet, and its height is sixty-tour 
feetfrom the floor to the rigging. The pro- 
scenium opening isthirty-eigpt teet square.

The proscenium boxes, six in number, face the 
audience. The seating capacity of the bouse 
is 2,300, maxing the new tieater the third 
largest in the Unitea States. The auditorium 
is divided into four parts, viz.: the parquette. 
the parquette or dress circle, the family circle 
and the gallery. Thechairs in the parquette, 
parquette circle and tamily circle are the well- 
known Demorest patent iron folding chairs. 
They are of a new design, especially manufac- 
tured for thistheater. The house is carpeted 


throughout. The precautions against 
fire, or panics, or any other ac- 
cident that can happen, are as 


complete and as rages as human foresight 
can make them. The walls of the building are 
twenty-two inches thick. The exits frum the 
theater are numerous and easy to reach in 
case of an emergency. The theater is provided 
with adrop curtain and an act drop. The 
latter is a Close imitation of satin drapery, and 
is exceliently painted in three colors, crimson, 
amber and ivory white. Itisthe work of the 
talented scenic artist Mr. Richard Halley.

How the Crops of Texas Look and 
Their Prospects. 
sncsitihaiiaictitldii 
Two Lucky Speculators—Comments on 
Corn—Odds and Ends,

says Texas has a fine crop of corn—the best 
she ever had—but that most of it is still stand- 
ing in the fields, as the planters are giving all 
their attention to their cotton crop. In conse- 
quence, Vines are running a)] over the corn, 
thus keeping it damp. Capt. Nanson is of the 
opimion that hardly any of this Texas corn will 
come to St. Louis. He, with his traveling

He wanted a gun, but I wusildn't 
let him have one, told him 
I would protect bim if he wasin danger, but 
in my house I was the only one and my boys 
who would do any shooting. Iwas so suspi- 
cious of him that I made him tie down ona 
cot, and warned him not to get up or to move 
away from it, and if he had I would have shot 
him. I hada good deal of money in the house, 
and I thought ail the time it might be a scheme 
to rob me.

ButlI had 
made toomuch fun with them already aud 
they wouldn’t believe me, and Daniels yelled 
at me, ‘You wouldn’s shoot weotenes Thea 
he jifted bis cimb and all three rush in yeil- 
ing, ‘Shoot! shoot! we’ll «ill you anyhow.’ 
Then Llet him have itin the stomach and the 
others stopped and.then run away. went 
back to the house to watchthe other feliow 
and the women folks. In the morning they 
had the inquest, @nd then all these peopic 
went away.’

‘*‘Taon’t know. I never asked her name. 
She was a mover, lthink. I didn’t care what 
her name was; if sne was hunted by a lot of 
fellows, I wanted to save her, and if sne and 
the man was trying to rob me r wanted to look 
them, and so I never thought 
about ber name, They t sup- 
per and breakfast in my house and 
wanted to pay me forit, butI woula not let 
them.’

THE FOLLOWING SECTIONS OF THE LAW 
will show that the honorable Soard 
of Police Commissioners of the city has 
full authority to act in the premises. 
Mr. Dan Kerwin gwill not aliow hoodiums to 
gather on street corners, and has issued an 
order preventing such eathcrings, which the 
police are said to have rigidiy enforced. Yet 
male and female hoodluwms are allowed to 
gather atthe grog-shop dances, where they 
are supplied with all the beer, whisky and 
tobacco they require,and from which they 
émerge in a proper condition to break aii the 
awWs that ever were made, 

The decent people have some rights which the 
Police Buard ought to respect, even if the 
dance-house keepers suffer. One of them is 
to demand that the laws whick are in 
Ppiain view on the statute booksbe enforced in 
regard to these indecent displays. That the 
law fully covers the Sunday claug;, the fol- 
lowing quotations will show. Section 5455 of 
chapter 98 of the revised statutes of 1879 reads 
as follows: 

Section 6456. Any person having a license «s 
& dramshop-keeper, who shall keep open such 
dramshop or sha!l sell, or giveaway, or other- 
Wise dispose of or suffer the same to be done 
upon or about his nremises, any intoxicating 
liquors, in auy quantity, on the first aay of.the 
Week, commoniy called Sunday, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, in addition tothe penalty 
now provided by \aw, forfeit such license ana 
Shall not again be allowed to obtain a license 
to keep a dramshop for the term of two years 
next thereatter. 

Section 5454, of the same chapter, covers an- 
Other phase of this matter. It will be seen 
that it relates to 

THE MATTER OF SELLING LIQUORTO MINORS. 

Sec. 6454. Every dramsnop-keeper who shail 
Séli, giveaway, or otherwise dispose of, or 
suffer the same to ne done about his premises, 
any intoxicating liquors in any quantity to 
any minor without che permission of the par- 
ent, master or guardian of such minor first 
had und obtained, shall forfeit and pay to 
such parent, mastor or guardian for every oOf- 
fense the aum of $50, to be recovered by the 
Darty entitied to sue by civil action in any 
Court having competent jurisdiction against 
such Gramshop-keeper, or by suit in such 
court in the name of the county, tothe use of 
the person entitled to sue, on 
such bond, or a duly author- 
ized copy thereof, against such dram- 
s00p-keeper and bis sureties, jointiy and sev- 
erally. Butevery action brought under this 
section shall be commenced within one year 
irom the time the right of action accrued and 
not afterwards. 

Ii Mir. Kerwin, or any Police Commissioner, 
will visit any of the Sunday dances mentioned 
above, he will see this law violated after every 
dance, when the conductor yeils out the ster- 
eotyped “Promenade your partners to the 
bar.’’

Sec. 5457. Whenever it shnali be shown to the

keeper shali be deemed to have no license and 
to be without authority of law to actasa 
aramshop-keeper.

Section 6 of chapter 25 of the revised or-

, The ordinances ina dozen places make it 
the duty of tne Police Board tolook after mwat- 
ters of public peace, decency, moraiity, de- 
corum, ete. The Colicetor is also empowered 
to refuse licenses to such peopie and places, 
Now, with the law so strongliv on their side, 
eanuot Collector Hudson, in connection witb 


Vice. President Kerwin and the Police Board, 
do something to put down these places? 
If they cannot,there is no benefit in laws or 
law-making. If they have the power to do so, 
and will not exercise it, the decent people of 
the citv should and will insist that the officials 
mentioned do their full duty m the premises. 
These places are the ones which gave the 
boom to the Prohibition movement. People 
who see what ruin is wrought by thein are 
willing to have every saloon in the land 
ciosed in order that these holes may be 
crushed out ot existence. If they are aliowed 
to remmain open in this city there is no question 
but that every decent man will become a Pro- 
nibitionist and every woman a whole-souled 
worser tor the cause.

A HORRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 
An Aged Woman Criminally As- 
saulted by Three Men 
f\ithin a Hundred Feet of Lucas Market 

Last Evening. 


About 8 o’clock last night acriminal assault 
was perpetrated on an old lady named Mrs. 
Murphy on Twelfth street within 100 feet of the 
stream of pedestrians that poured down Olive 
[atreet. The victim was wvaiking south 
from Washington avenue, when she was seized 
by a powerfully built man and dragged into 
the office of David Hyde’s wood and coa! yara 
where two accomplices stood in waiting. The 
horrible experience was detailed to a4 
reporter to-day by the old lady, 
who is almost prostrated with 


anervous! attack consequent on the brutal 
treatment sue received. ‘‘I had gone over to 
Washington avenne,’’ said she, ‘‘dut feeling 
unwelll started back home. I walked at a 
rather rapid rate. I saw no one on the biock, 
but could see a number of peo 
ple Walking up and down Olive street. 
Just as Lreached a point about the middle of 
the bioex,which is rather poorly lighted,I saw 
& man jump out from the line ot buildings. My 
beart was in my mouth and I was almost pros 
trated with fear. Beiore I could move he 
seized me by the arm with one hand and 
throttied me with the other. He then dragged 
me towardsthe honse. The door was aiready 
open. Icould ma<+e no resistance, and be 
forced me in, slamming the door aiter he en 
tered. Two other men whose Outlines I could 
barely

stood opposite the door. I could not see what 
ki: of arooin I wasitn or what the furniture 
was. I think it was a teed store. One of 
the meh who was already in the room 
cuught hold of my hat and tore it from my 
head. ‘The third stood back and remonstrated 
with the othertwo. I recollect he said: ‘*Do 
not tear the woman’s hat.’’ Just then one of 
the others struck me a heavy blow in the face. 
His hand was Bard and rough. This blow 
yartially stunned me and I fell tothe floor, 
Gealsine one side of my body, which is 
very sore now. Two _iof the men 
abused me, but the third stood back. . When I 
recovered consciousness One of them in hurry- 
ing to one side of the room where the otner 
two were stepped on me. I said, ‘That horse 
is stepping on me.’ I thoughtthen Iwas in a 
stable, but the men laughed. Atter a short 
conversation they disappeared, leaving me

I ran to pthe door through 
which I thought they hai leit, 
hut I eonld not findit. Itnen ran to a door 
on the other side,but it was closed and locked. 
Ilthen saw a sinall square window about tour 
feet fromthe grouna. I threw myself against 
this with all my force and drove the sash and 
viass ont tothe side-walk. i then dropped to 
the pavement auc a few minutes later 
met oa  ~poiice officer, to whom 
1 told this story, and he returned and procured 
alight, butrIeould not finumy hat. I don’t 
know whetherI could identify the men or 
not.’’ 

Mrs. Murphy is a woman nearly fifty vearsof 
age, andis living withason and dsughter. 
lier husband and oldest son are living in In- 
diana. Mr. David livde, the provrietor 
oi the wood yard, was seen, but 
said he could offer no ex pianation 
of tbe crime. He had been at bis office about 
7:30 o’clock,and, after arranging his sccounis 
for the day, nad lockedthe office, The first 
he kuew of the above matter was when he 
went to his place this morning and found the 
window broken. The wooden wedge which 
neld a siiding window on the north side in 
piace was found on the fovr,. 
From this he sane ee that an 
entrance had been _ effected through 
this window. Missouri Park, at Thirteenth 
and Olive streets, is infestea with tramps, 
who, when driven from the beuches, take 
refuge in the wagon sheds and yards in toe 
vicinity of Lucas Marker. Itis probabie that 
the assault on Mrs. Murphy was perpetrated 
by a gang of tramps who have frequently 
been found sieening yu the.
